Apropos of the present condition of 


.scarcity of anthracite coal, a recent 
Btatement from the Anthracite Bureau 
of Information in Philadelphia may 
r.ot be devoid of interest. According 
to tie" tabulated figures, anthracite 
tnlneai, including boys, are now re- 
ceiYiag 13S.G per cent more wages 
than they did in 1S14—nearly two 
*nd » half times as much. They are 
now »sking a further increase o£ 13 
per c»at on contract rates and 14 per 
cent *a consideration rates, together 
with a minimum o£ 56 per ,day for 
adult day labor. 


The men who were getting from 


$1.50 to S3 a day for nine hours, nov 
get from $4.20 to $5.96 per day fo 
eight hours.
